Suggested Capital Structure. 

An additional exhibit presented 
by Knapp yesterday was designed 
to show what he regarded as the 
most economical form of. capital 
structure for Southwestern Bell. 
It included assertions that total 
cost of capital would be 3.05 per 
cent for debentures and 6.25 per 
cent for common stock. He used 
this in support of his argument 
for an over-all return on invest- 
ment of 4.85 per cent. 

In contrast, Southwestern Bell 
was paying the parent American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. a divi- 
dend of $9 a share, equivalent to 
9 per cent on the common stock, 
until last year, when it earned 
$5.43 per share and paid a divi- 
dend of $5.75. 

Mohler, pointing to earlier tes- 
timony by Knapp that the degree 
of risk in a corporate security 
affected the cost of capital, called 
attention to the fact that Knapp 
made the same cost allowance for 
common stock in an alternative 
calculation which included a lim- 
ited amount of preferred stock. 
Knapp maintained that there was 
ho marked difference in the risk 
in his illustration, on the assump- 
tion earnings were sufficently 
large to cover bond and ꝓreferred 
stock requirements. 

Says It’s Based on Facts. 

In reply to the charge by Mohler 
that his testimony was “conjec- 
tural,” Knapp declared it was 
“based on facts.” 

A great deal of time was devoted 
to questioning by Mohler on 
Knapp’s figures on the ratio of 
earnings to sale price of stock 
and the proportion of income avail- 
able for dividends on common 
stock, in the case of 10 concerns 
which sold common stock to the 
public last year. Knapp said 
these were the only telephone 
companies which did make public 
gales of common stock in 1947. 
Seven of these are independents; 


‘A.T.&T. has only minority inter- 


ests in two of the other three. 

The theory Knapp was depend- 
ing on was that when thé propor- 
tion of gross income available for 
common stock dividends exceeded 
65 per cent of the total there was 
a tendency towards lower ratio of 
earnings to cost of the stock. It 
was Mohler’s thesis that the 
Knapp exhibits actually proved the 
contrary, but Knapp’s explanation 
of the circumstances amounted to 
a denial of this charge. 

For one thing, he pointed out 
that some of the items Mohler had 
drawn on dealt with companies 
having rather small incomes, not 
comparable with a big concern 
like Southwestern Bell. He argued 
that the facts supported his the- 
ory in the case of larger corpora- 
tions, and he averred there were 
no discrepancies in his showing.

YOKOHAMA, June 15 (UP)— 
Affidavits at the trial of two 
Japanese officers charged with re- 
esponsibility for the Bataan “death 
march” described today how sick, 
half-starved captives were buried 
alive, some of them by fellow-pris- 
oners acting on orders of their 


captors. 

An affidavit from Maj. Richard 
Kadel, Cave City, Ky., read to a 
military commission trying the 
case, said they saw “three Amer- 
jean officers and three Filipino 
officers buried alive in the base- 
ment of an old house” along the 

Heath march route. 

“These officers all were suffer- 
ing from malnutrition and dysen- 
tery, and were unable to walk,” 
Kadel said. 

One Knocked on the Head. 

The prisoners, he added, were 
forced to jump into the basement. 
One man tried to climb out and 

knocked back in with a blow 

n the head from a shovel. After 
that a detail of Japanese troops 
“proceeded to bury these men 
alive.” 

Another affidavit by Capt. Ho- 
mer J. Martin, Denver, told of 
how Japanese ordered a group of 
American prisoners to dig trench 
praves for 10 sick Filipinos near 

anga, and to knock the Fili- 
pinos unconscious. The Ameri- 
cans, Martin added, dug the trench, 
but refused to strike the sick men.

Right or wrong, informed or uninformed, 
Parker, through his letter, was entitled to a 
fair hearing. Instead he got a citation for con- 
tempt for an act “calculated to impede and ob- 
struct the administration of justice.” Affirming 
the judgment against Parker in the lower courts, 
the Illinois Supreme Court came to the prepos- 
terous conclusion that Parker’s letter exposed 
the grand.jury to the danger of being misled. 
His letter could have resulted, so the Illinois 
Justices said, in innocent people being indicted 
solely because of the “a of a person ne 


personal revenge. 


No one pointed out that if Parker had been 
right and there had been a conspiracy of public 
officials, he would have had no choice but to 
take his facts to the grand jury. For does anyone 
suppose that the State’s Attorney, were he part 
of such a conspiracy, would wéleome such in- 
formation and take the lead fh prosecuting the 
ring of which he was a part? 

The issue is not the truth of Parker’s asser- 
tions. The issue is not his trustworthiness. 
Everything he wrote might have been incorrect. 
Still he should have been free to communicate 
it to the county’s grand jury for consideration. 
The grand jury surely has a waste basket large 
enough for communications it finds are without 
foundation. 

If the handling of this case in the Illinois 
courts was bad the action of the Supreme Court 
is little better. The decision in Washington is 
by the even division of 4 to 4. That means 
merely that the finding of the Illinois Supreme 
Court stands automatically. Parker took bis 
case to Washington and got no satisfaction’ for 
his effort, time and money. 

The even division was made possible by the 
withdrawal of Justice Jackson from the case. 
He said he felt the Supreme Court should not 
have agreed to hear Parker’s appeal in the first 
place, With such ‘a result, it is no wonder 
Parker wants to know why Justice Jackson did 
not participate. 

We think just about every conceivable error 
has been made in this case. The grand jurors 
erred when they took exception to the letter 
which was volunteered. The prosecuting offi- 
cials erred when they failed to distinguish be- 
tween an effort to inform a grand jury and an 
attempt to influence a petit jury. 

The Illinois courts erred when they did not 
make this distinction for the grand jury and 
the prosecuting officers. 

And Justice Jackson erred when, after the 


Supreme Court agreed to hear the case, he did 


not participate. He had a perfect right to vote 
against hearing the case. But once the court had 
agreed to hear it, he owed it to the satisfactory 


working of our judicial system to assist the 


Supreme Court in handing down a judgment 
of its own. Now the court has refused a rehear- 
ing although Justices Black, Douglas, Murphy 
and Rutledge think there should be one.

“Venus in Silk,” which had its 
first, and almost its last, Ameri- 
can production at Municipal Opera 
in 1935, returned last night to the 
Forest Park theater for a week’s 
run. It was easy to see why ft 
didn’t reach Broadway after a 
road tryout, even in the last dec- 
ade, because, in spite of an at- 
tempt to snap it up with a lively 
musical comedy number like “Play 
With Me,” it was, and is, merely 
old-fashioned conventional prin- 
cess-hussar-banditti-Middle > 
pean operetta of the type that was 
dated by 1920. 

Not that it wasn’t well pro- 
duced. It was, Director John Ken- 
nedy and his staff turned out a 
show that was fast, cohesive, and 
clean of line. Its ardor wasn’t 
diminished by ominous skies nor 
its pace slackened by a spatter of | 
rain that sent spectators under 
umbrellas or scurrying towards 
the pergolas for a few moments 
right at the start. Some of the 
score by Robert Stolz of “Two 
Hearts in Waltz Time” fame was 
attractive, even with the skirl of 
thunder for an octasional obbli- 
gato. There were some laughs in 
the revised American book 
Larry Schwab and Lester O’Keefe 
—at least a half dozen of them, 
Watson Barratt's two sets of in- 
teriors of a Hungarian hunting 
castle and an inn were unusually 
handsome and opulent. It was 
well cast. The opening night audi- 
ence of 8650 persons seemed 
pleased with it, and applauded 
several encores out of the singers 
and Musical Director McArthur. 
Yet the show isn’t the type to 

arouse wild enthusiasm, or to 
strike fire. Td say the trouble is 
that, while it is innocuous, 
even diverting at times, it simply 
isn’t good enough to overcome its 
pre-World War I atmosphere. It 
is about 75 per cent good enough, 
d hazard, to have been a hit in 
the days of innocence of the light 
opera stage. The music, on which 
such pieces chiefly depend, just 
doesn’t have the captivating lilt 
and sway of the best pf the Vien- 
nese-Hu school, although, 
really, it’s pleasing enough. Out- 
side of that, it isn’t much below 
the level of “Countess _Maritza,” 
which it greatly resembles, and, if 
produced at a much earlier day, 
might have achieved some success. 
Perhaps it is an indication that 
Muny Opera audiences are still 
well below the sophistication level 
of a Broadway or even an Ameri- 
can Theater crowd, as well as a 
compliment to the production that 
it was as nicely received as it 
was.

Merian Cooper, Co-owner Hollywood 
Studio, Has Run a Shoestring Into 


Million Dollars — Was Cub Reporter 


in St. Louis After 


First. World War.

HOLLYWOOD, June 15. 

OT many old timers among St. 

Louis newspaper men will 

remember a young: cub re- 
porter named Merian C. Cooper 
who came to St. Louis in a bor- 
rowed overcoat three decades ago 
asking, in a thick Florida drawl, 
for a job. A medium-sized, light- 
haired youth, he had just returned 
from World War I, and carried 
under his arm, by way of introduc- 
tion, some newspaper clippings 
about his escape from the Rus- 
sians who had sentenced him to 
death. . 


The old St. Louis Times put 
him to work writing obituaries 
and chasing fire engines. Because 
there was too much of the former 
and not enough of the latter, the 
restless reporter resigned before 
the staff had a chance to play 
their traditional pranks of that 
day on him, such as sending him 
out to the composing room for a 
“type stretcher” and watching 
him stagger back loaded down 
with lead ingots for the linotype 
machines, or into the sports de- 
partment to. borrow a “scrimmage 
line.” 

His itchy feet took him all over 
the world, and his love of adven- 
ture paid off. Drawing on that 
background today, 54-year-old 
balding, pipe-smoking Cooper is 
president of his own motion pic- 
producing company, has 
stretched a shoestring into a 
million-dollar fortune, and still is 
wandering the face of the earth 
for picture material. 


“Any young man can ‘take a 
motion picture camera and go out 
and make himself a million dol- 
lars,” says Cooper who is coining 
money as co-owner with famous 
Director John Ford of Argosy 
Pictures. Launching their inde- 
pendent company from a couple 
of surplus Army barracks in Cul- 
ver City, two years ago, Ford and 
Cooper have weathered the cur- 
rent financial crisis in Hollywood 
and made history as first of the 
“big time shoestringers.” Special- 
izing in so-called “A” pictures for 
release by major distributors, they 
have reversed the Hollywood ten- 
dency to brag about extravagance, 
openly claiming they can make 
good pictures cheaper than any- 
body else. They admit that a re- 
cent picture, “Fort Apache,” was 
made at a saving of $800,000 by 
shaving 33 days from a 73-day 
shooting schedule, and claim that 
their next, a Technicolor version 
of Peter B. Kyne’s “The Three 
Godfathers,” will cost only $1,000,- 


000 compared to the usual expendi- ; 


ture of over $2,000,000. 

This is revolutionary talk for an 
industry that once boasted of its 
$5,000,000 epics, often breaking the 
figures down to show that a half- 
million smackers went into the 
most exhaustive sort of research 
to assure authenticity of the lead- 
ing lady’s pantaloons. But Cooper, 
apparently, is a revolutionary fel- 
low. 

From St. Louis the cub reporter 
went to writing features for the 
New York Times and travel arti- 
cles for National Geographic. The 
latter gave him an idea for an 
adventure motion picture called 
“Grass.” He took a crude, hand- 
cranked camera to northern Per- 
sia and photographed the annual 
migration of the Bakhtiari tribe 
in search of pasturage for thbir 
flocks. ‘Traveling afoot, it took 
Cooper, eight months to reach the 
tribe. He followed it, sleeping in 
the open, across mountains, deserts 
and rivers and brought back to 
Hollywood the first documentary 
movie. He sold the film for 
enough money to finance expedi- 
tions to the Dutch East Indies, 
the Sudan, and Abyssinia. On 
these he filmed a documentary 
about elephants, called “Chang,” 
and made “background” shots for 
the old silent picture, Four 
Feathers,” which starred William 
Powell, An unusual feature of the 
latter picture was that Powell 
was hired for it only after Cooper 
returned with the film. Cooper had 
“doubled” in dangerous sequences 
for the leading man and Powell, 
it was found, was the only actor 
who looked enough like Cooper to 
make the closeups, 15 

In 1931, Cooper organized the 
expedition that went to the rescue 
of Varick Frisell when the 8.8. 
Viking blew up off northern New- 
foundland and the ° survivors 
struggled across the icepack to 
Horse Island. 

Since then his zest for travel 
has taken him to Mexico to film 
“The Fugitive” entirely in that 
country, and to Africa for “Mr. 
Joseph Young of Africa.” 


Born in. Jacksonville, Fla, Coop- 
er attended the United States Na- 
val Academy. He was a private 
with Gen. Pershing chasing Pan- 
cho Villa on the Mexican border. 
When World War I broke out he 
went to flying school and later 
piloted bombers over Germany. He 
was shot down in flames twice— 
once by the Germans and once by 
the Russians. The second down- 
ing occurred while Cooper was
